A  survey  of  reader  opinion  indicates  a  general 
desire  for  continuance  of  the  NEWS  as  a  separate 
publication,  in  spite  of  some  duplication  of  effort. 
One  of  the  plans  suggested  by  members  would 
make  SCI-TECH  NEWS  a  monthly  or  bimonthly 
"News  Brief"  sheet  covering  professional  activi¬ 
ties  not  concerned  with  organization,  divisional 
I  or  chapter  matters  in  the  Association.  It  would 
contain  the  Abstracts,  Section  News,  communica- 
I  tions  from  Division  and  Section  Chairmen,  news 
i  of  projects,  tentative  convention  programs  and 
I  abstracts,  and  notices  of  scientific  and  techno¬ 
logical  affairs.  Another  suggestion  was  for  a 
professional  news  bulletin  on  a  subscription 
I  basis  co-sponsored  by  Science-Technology 
Division,  American  Documentation  Institute,  and 
Chemical  Literature  Division  of  American  Chemi¬ 
cal  Society.

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MICROCARD  PROJECT 

The  American  Chemical  Society  publications 
were  among  the  titles  most  often  wanted  on  micro¬ 
cards,  our  1951  survey  showed.  Also,  the  number 
of  subscribers  who  would  discontinue  their  sub¬ 
scriptions  when  getting  microcard  editions  was 
almost  zero  for  all  of  the  over  300  titles  listed. 

Yet  the  American  Chemical  Society  Board  of 
Directors, December  6,  1952,  voted  "that  in  order 
that  the  subscription  income  of  the  Society  will 
not  be  jeopardized  by  distribution  of  ACS  publi¬ 
cations  in  various  forms,  such  as  microduplication 
or  media  for  machine  handling,  it  shall  be  the 
policy  of  the  Society  not  to  grant  permission  for 
reproduction  of  ACS  publications  in  whole  or  in 
part  at  this  time.”  * 

Libraries  cannot  afford  to  discontinue  current 
subscriptions  because  original  copies  must  be 
used  for  circulation  among  research  personnel  and 
for  perusal  of  advertising  on  new  products.  The 
microcards  are  wanted  for  storage  of  back  files 
of  chemical  journals  in  libraries  where  chemistry 
is  a  distinctly  minor  interest.

Management  has  suggested  that  the  librarians 
undertake  teaching  the  chemist  the  use  of  the 
library  —  what  there  is  to  use  and  how  to  use  it, 
not  only  in  industrial  libraries  but  in  college  li¬ 
braries  in  the  vicinity  as  well.

New  Jersey 

Mrs.  Kathleen  B.  Stebbins  was  guest  of  honor 
and  speaker  at  the  February  5  dinner  meeting  of 
the  New  Jersey  Chapter.  Mrs.  Stebbins  spoke  to 
the  group  about  "Employment  and  Employment 
Practices"  and  restricted  the  field  of  her  talk  to 
a  discussion  of  the  present  trends  as  it  reflects 
on  the  situation  at  SLA  employment  service. 
Salaries,  as  Mrs.  Stebbins  said,  vary  consider¬ 
ably  with  location  and  are  conditioned  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  extent  by  the  scale  followed  in  the 
local  public  libraries.  Apparently  the  starting  pay 
for  a  qualified  librarian  is  higher  in  the  Mid  West 
than  it  is  on  the  Eastern  seaboard.  Mrs.  Stebbins 
feels  that  librarians’  salaries,  although  lagging 
far  behind  the  clerk  stenographer’s,  will,  as  she 
expressed  it,  be  "pushed  up  from  the  bottom”. 
There  was  a  little  general  discussion  concerning 
the  possibility  or  desirability  of  having  some 
system  of  certifying  librarians,  which  would  be 
generally  recognized  over  the  nation. 

"Personal  Appearance  and  Job  Classification* 
will  be  the  topic  at  the  March  3  meeting.  Doris 
Eager,  Employment  Editor  of  THE  CHEMIST, 
will  be  the  guest  speaker. 


Guest  speaker  at  the  December  4  meeting  held 
at  the  New  York  Times  Service  Dining  Room  was 
Ralph  H.  Phelps,  Director  of  the  Engineering 
Societies  Library,  whose  topic  was  "Selecting 
Material  for  Science  Technology  Libraries”.  His 
principal  theme  was  "know  what  you  need  and 
get  it  if  available”  and  a  corollary,  namely,  "avoid 
getting  and  keeping  what  you  do  not  need”. 

In  developing  this  concept,  Mr.  Phelps  dis¬ 
cussed  the  relationship  between  the  small  special 
library  and  the  large  libraries  such  as  the  Chemists 
Club  Library,  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine 
Library,  the  John  Crerar  Library  and  the  Engi¬ 
neering  Societies  Library.  The  existence  of  these 
large  reservoirs  of  information  permits  the  small 
library  to  save  money  and  operate  more  efficiently. 

The  librarian  of  the  small  technical  library 
provides  the  needed  material  on  the  basis  of 
talks  with  research  men,  the  trends  of  requests 
coming  to  the  library,  and  attendance  at  company 
meetings  where  future  work  is  planned. 

The  Science-Technology  Group  of  the  New  York 
Chapter  visited  the  United  Nations  Library  on 
Tuesday,  January  27. 

The  next  meeting  will  be  held  on  March  12  at 
the  New  York  Times  Service  Dining  Room.  At 
this  meeting  Mis^  Alice  C.  Rankin,  Nopco  Chemi¬ 
cal  Co.,  Harrison,  N.J.,  will  discuss  the  whys 
and  wherefores  of  publishing  a  company  bulletin.

Technicai  Abstracting  and  Reiated  Information 
Services 

by  I.  H.  Jenks  and  A.  E.  Rush  brook 

The  tremendous  growth  of  technical  knowledge 
has  necessitated  careful  collocating  of  this 
knowledge  for  easy  reference  and  dissemination. 
The  abstract  has  been  a  logical  adjunct.  Its  use 
is  becoming  increasingly  helpful  in  covering  the 
ever-increasing  volume  of  information.  The  two 
usual  types  of  abstracting  techniques  are  described, 
dealing  specifically  with  what  the  reader  may  ex¬ 
pect  to  find  in  each.  Another  means  of  assessing 
published  information  is  by  literature  surveys  or 
searches,  and  several  methods  are  outlined  for 
conducting  such  a  search  and  how  to  find  particular 
information.

A  discussion  of  sources  of  Canadian  and  United 
Kingdom  documentation  of  special  interest  to  the 
Engineering-Aeronautics  and  Metals  fields.

Information  Services  in  the  National  Research 
Council  of  Canada 

by  H.  H.  Saunderson 

One  of  the  main  ways  in  which  technical  infor¬ 
mation  is  made  available  to  Canadian  Industry  is 
through  the  Technical  Information  Service.  Field 
representatives,  all  of  whom  are  engineers,  visit 
industrial  plants  to  discuss  technical  difficulties 
which  may  have  arisen.  Detailed  statements  of 
these  difficulties  are  sent  to  the  Ottawa  Office, 
where  information  from  the  Council’s  library,  from 
Council’s  staff  or  from  other  sources  is  assembled 
and  sent  through  the  representatives  to  the  com¬ 
pany  concerned. 

Another  medium  for  the  exchange  of  information 
is  by  means  of  Associate  Committees.  These  con¬ 
sist  of  about  ten  or  fifteen  knowledgeable  indi¬ 
viduals  from  Indus uies,  government,  and  univer¬ 
sities,  who  meet  at  intervals  to  consider  special 
fields,  and  to  pool  their  own  specialist  knowledge 
toward  the  solution  of  problems. 

A  Survey  of  Machine  Systems  for  Literature 
Searching 

by  Mrs.  M.  R.  Hyslop 

In  this  paper  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  outline 
the  general  characteristics  of  the  various  types 
of  equipment  now  available  or  in  the  planning 
stage  for  handling  technical  literature.  Such  equip¬ 
ment  will  include  standard  IBM,  as  well  as  new 
IBM  machines  currently  being  designed  specifi¬ 
cally  for  literature  searching,  the  Univac  designed 
by  Remington  Rand,  and  the  Rapid  Selector  used 
at  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 


The  engineering  details  and  mathematics  in¬ 
volved  in  the  construction  of  these  machines  will 
be  described  only  insofar  as  necessary  to  indicate 
their  essential  differences,  and  emphasis  will  be 
placed  on  their  possibilities  for  making  literature 
searches  on  specific  subjects  and  compiling 
bibliographies  -  in  the  form  of  lists  of  titles,  col¬ 
lection  of  abstracts,  or  reproduction  of  original 
documents. 


A  System  of  Indexing  for  Machine  Searching 
by  James  W.  Perry 

A  systemization  of  terminology  has  been  under¬ 
taken  to  make  information  available  for  machine 
indexing  and  searching.  New  equipment  has  been 
developed  which  permits  the  total  scanning  of  a 
file  of  index  entries. 

A  wide  range  of  interests  must  be  considered 
in  analyzing  the  terminology  and  developing  ma¬ 
chine  methods.  A  great  deal  of  this  work  has  al¬ 
ready  been  done,  and  a  wide  range  of  scientific 
and  technical  terms  have  been  analyzed  according 
to  a  procedure  known  as  "semantic  factoring”. 
The  preparation  of  a  code  dictionary  based  on 
this  work  will  be  described.  Cooperation  in  ex¬ 
amining  the  results  of  the  analysis  in  the  light 
of  anticipated  searching  needs  will  be  helpful  in 
the  near  future.

A  pilot  study  made  by  the  Office  of  Scientific 
Information  of  the  National  Science  Foundation 
to  determine  the  extent  to  which  unclassified 
technical  reports  are  being  published  in  profes¬ 
sional  journals  or  other  media.  25  reports  were 
chosen  at  random  from  each  of  4  subject  fields. 
Answers  received  from  84  authors  indicate  that 
65  of  the  84  reports  either  are  or  will  be  available, 
18  are  unsuitable  for  publication  and  only  one 
contains  information  that  should  be  published 
but  for  which  no  steps  have  been  taken.  The  time 
lag  from  report  date  to  date  of  publication  varied 
from  one  month  to  3  years,  average  about  one 
year.  The  danger  of  permanent  loss  of  important 
scientific  information  in  unpublished  government 
research  reports  is  not  serious.
